According to an article recently p ublish ed, sta­ 
tistics comp iled for a p eriod of six month s re­ 
garding railroad crossing accidents sh ow th at in 
twenty -seven p er cent of th e cases, automobiles 
ran into th e trains instead of th e trains into th e 
automobiles. 
Th e rep ort of one railroad for a p eriod of a 
y ear stated th at 500 of its crossing gates lowered 
to p rotect th e p ublic were run into and smash ed 
by automobiles. In a ch eck-up by anoth er rail­ 
road, it was ascertained th at 2,9 07 motorists out 
of 3,589 failed to look eith er to righ t or left be­ 
fore crossing th e tracks. Six h undred two of 
th em looked in one direction only , wh ile eigh ty 
drivers looked both way s. 
From th ese observances, it is easy to determine 
wh ere th e fault lies for th ere being so many 
railroad crossing accidents. It is not startling 
th at over 30,000 p ersons are killed and 800,000 
injured in auto accidents every y ear wh en so 
little p recaution is ex ercised. 
It is time for th e motorist to reform in h is 
driving h abits and h ave more regard for h uman 
life, h is own included.
